The appointment of Mr Philip 
Hankiu to bo Colonial Seoretary con* 
tinues *o form tbo prinoiijlo topio of 
conversation on the Btreot ; and tho 
almost unanimous opinion is that tho 
Beleotion" was ono of the worst that 
could bavo boon made. Two writerB 
have undertaken to defend the aotion 
of the Imperial Governmont ; but they 
make but a sorry showing cn behalf 
of their oliont. One of these writerH 
almoBt acknowledges that he wants to 
get affairs into snob, a snarl that 
nothing short of a popular upheaval 
would unravel them ; and the other 
('Fair-Play') assamos that because Mr. 
Hankin has assisted for eighteen \?) 
months in tho Government of Indians, 
half-breed Spaniards and tho dosoond- 
antB of runaway negro slavoa that 
his vaBt Colonial experienco and im- 
mense knowlodgo of political economy 
acquired while thoro ominisntly fit 
him for th9 important task of manag- 
ing tho affaire and shaping tho dontin- 
ies of an iutelligont body of British 
subjeots fiuoh as this 1 "Fair Play" 
further assumes that tho appointmont 
of Mr Hankin indicatos he has "givon 
satisfaction at tha Colonial Offioe ;" 
states that ho has "been approved by 
all thoso with whom ho has boen con* 
nected, including Captain itichards, 
Admiral Denman, ex-Governor Kan* 
nedy and his Graoo the Duke of 
Buckingham •" and in tho vory next 
paragraph boasts (hat "Mr Hankin 
does not owe his appointment to iu- 
flaeuiial relations or connections." 
How, whether Mr Hankin has givon 
satisfaction at tho Colonial Offioo or 
not ; whether he is "influentially" re* 
lotod or sprung frcm a hovol ; whether 
he has been a favorite or the rovorso 
with tho gentlemen undor whom be 
has served ; or whether ho took tho 
•'distinguished gentlemen" who adorn 
tne ohaingang to his official bosom or 
held them off at arm's length, are 
questions of small momont in tho 
presont juncture. All the publio of 
Vancouver Island know or care to 
know is, that in tbo capacity of Chiof 
ofPolioehe was arrogant in his de 
meanor towards citizons ; tyrannical 
towards bis inferior officors, and pub 
lioaly insulting in bis intercourse 
■with the Magistrato; Irs inef- 
ficiency as a detector of crime was 
notorious, and it was frequently and 
openly charged that tho social circle 
was invaded by the Police, (Mr Han- 
kin might not have been aware of it; 
but it was his duty to havo beonj and 
tho private affairs of citizens mado the 
subject of reports to the then Governor; 
in plain terms, that a systom of ospion- 
ago and spying which would havo 
refloated no disoredit upon tho Council 
of Ton was instituted and carriod out 
while criminals daily escapod bcoauso 
the time of the Police force was 
taken up with matters which 
should not, havo concerned thorn. 
In tho present critical state of 
Colonial affairs, and the feeble stato of 
tho Governor's health, everything 
depends upon the chief adviser being a 
man of respectibility, experience and 
brainB. Assuming control of the Colo- 
nial Secretary's offlco at a timo whon 
the Colony was in a state of bankrupt- 
cy and dot-pair, tho presont incumbent, 
in tho short period of eighteen months, 
has succeeded in' restoring tho public 
credit, and reviving a feoling of con- 
fidence in the publio mind, to whioh ( 
under the rule of his prcdocossor, it 
wbb a stranger. Bveiy ono admits 
that the system of Government in 
force hero is prejudicial to the best in- 
terests of the country, and Mr Young, 
during tho last Seusion of tbo Counoil, 
by his vote, boldly recorded his desire 
for tho restoration of our political 
rights nnd llopresontativo Govern- 
ment. Under a man like Mr Birch or 
Mr Hankin, wo honestly believe tho 
Colony woo Id havo gono to tho doga 
literally ; whilo under Mr Young it is 
experiencing tho only gleam of real 
prospority that it has known for a long 
timo, and the Colonists should tako a 
decided but constitutional stand 
against any moro gontlomon who havo 
givon ' satisfaction at tho Colonial 
Office,' but havo oroated nothing but 
dissatisfaction bore, being appointod 
to important positions ovor us to the 
iDjury of tho pubio service.

It is authoritatively statod that a 
scheme to foster tbo encouragement 
of immignants to thia Colony, is in 
pjeparution. A want of laborors, both 
malo and hrualo, is at tho present 
timo felt throughout tho Colouy, and 
it is to meot those requirements that 
a moasuro will soon ho initiated where- 
by this important desideratum may bo 
mot. In England thero are funds, 
only awaiting a subsidy from tho Col- 
onists in this part of tho Qubon'a 
dominion, to bo employed in assisting 
a class of immigrants (wo write now 
of female immigrants;, to this Colony, 
from the country d istricts genorally, 
thereby proouring t'ioso boat suited 
for household work and for the cI'ib- 
chargo of moro important dutios as 
tho wives of tbo sottlora of our farm- 
ing districts, for our farmors on 
Cowichan and Comox, tho mainland 
sottloments, &o, havo found that with 
tho aid of good wives the road to pros- 
perity and comfort is rendered loss 
ruggod and moro certain. Bettor but- 
tor and oheeso, tho raising of poultry, 
tho improvement of dwollings and 
numerous othor ends tending to ol- 
oiato tbo tone and lesson tho hard- 
ships of Colonial 'life would without 
doubt bo obtainod by tho iutroduotiou 
to our shores of ono hundred and filty 
or two hundred young girls of a good 
class. Of thoso who came horo four 
or five years sinoo, most woro comfort- 
ably provided for. Wo are informed 
that a number of rcspoetablo heads of 
families would cheerfully subscribo a 
certain sum towards tho passage from 
England of fifty Buitablo cooks, house- 
maids, nursury maids, &c, provided a 
olaim waa placed upon their wagos 
when ongaging in sorvioo, to bo paid 
back during tho fulfilment of suoh 
ongagomont. It is now time that tho 
subjoot, of which we bavo but given a 
prolirniuary discussion, wore taken in 
hand by tlio Government of tho Col- 
ony. Sovorul warm friends of this 
country in England havo promised 
co-operation and assistance in conduct- 
ing a scheme of tbo sort to a successful 
issuo. How much support may be re- 
lied upon from the Colonists '( 

Alteration iu Uates of Fosiage,

Tho postago will bo at tho rate of 
ono shilling lor every lialf-ounco, and 
no further cbargo will ho made on do- 
livery. 

Registered lottora will bo liable, in 
addition, to a registration fee of 4d 
oaoh, which, with tho postage, must 
also bo paid in advanco.

Sia,— You may perhaps do me tbo honor 
to recollect my visit to Ottawa in December 
last on the subject ot an Overland communi- 
cation with British Columbia, since which I 
have been actively employed in following up 
the matter in England. 

I now take the liberty to inform you that 
a memorial praying that British Columbia 
may bo included in tho Reoiprooity Treaty 
now in oourse of negotiation, and signed by 
all tbo residents hero from British Colombia, 
as well as other influential parlies connected 
with that Colony, has just been presented to 
the Colonial Office, and will be shortly for- 
warded to the British Minister in Washing- 
ton. This petition represents the wishes of 
tbe Colony, os repeatedly and oponly ex- 
pressed, and I need hardly observe lhat tho 
participation of British Columbia in the 
Treaty would form a natural preliminary 
towards her admission into tbe British 
American federation, and at tbe same timo 
a pledge to that effect on the part of Canada, 
which would altaob British Columbia to tho 
common cause ; whilst by croaliog a unity of 
interests, it would do more than anything to- 
vtards hastening Ibe projected union. 

May 1 therefore request you, sir, in tbo 
name of the Colonial residents here, and I 
may add of the Colony, to communicate with 
the British Minister in Washington in sup- 
port of the memorial, or take such other 
measures as your Government may think 
proper towards forwarding tbo object.

6. That they beliovo that ns regards 
British Columbia, thifi object can bo 
sooner and raoro suroly attained by tho 
Colony being included in tho Treaty 
now under negociation, than by a Hepar- 
nto Treaty hereafter. 

7. That in tho opinion of tho undor- 
Bigned, it might reasonably ho made a 
stipulation that tho provisions of tho now 
Reciprocity shall extend to all tlio British 
North American Colonies which shall 
desire its extension to them, and shall 
modify their tariffs to its rcquircmoDte. 

8. Tho Memorialists thoroforo pray 
that your Graco will move Lord Stanley,

Sho defends her ' honesty,' 
in promoting this emigration, from an attack 
which she, mistakenly, in our opinion, be- 
lieves was mado upon it by the Toronto 
Lender. 

In Delaware township, on the llth of last 
Juno, Mary Jones, a girl of twelve years of 
age, was sent by her mother to tbo house of 
her unelo, Thomas Jones, to ask for somo 
flour to repluoo what had been borrowed from 
the mother somo time bofore. The girl left 
about two o'clock in the afternoon, and never 
returned. Her body was subsequently found 
buried in a piece of wood and her clothes in 
onother place. Her udcIo was arrested, tried 
and committed for tlio offence and sentenced 
to death, whereupon his daughter, a girl of 
fourteen, cumeB forward and denounces hersell 
as tho murderois. She says ihe deceasod 
struck her with a slick, and that sho killed 
her ic solf defeoce. The self-acknowledged 
murderess will bo tried. 

On Oct 13, at Ottawa, some horribly sensa- 
tional placards were posted on the Sappers' 
Bridge and other publio thoroughfares, with 
ihe words — ' Slaughtor I Be on the alert,' 
painted on a grim-looking head shaped out 
of yellow paper. Some thought il must be 
a Fenian affair, but inquiry revealed tho fact 
that il had roferonco to an enterprising im 
porter of fish, by way of a oaution to 
butchers. 

On the samo evening, Honry Oallaglian, 
formerly Secretary to Devlin, of Montreal, 
confined on a clmrgool Penianism at Ottawa, 
escaped from the corridor at G o'clock in the 
ovuaing when the turnkey w&a looking np, 
and passed down to tho kitohen. Ha hud a 
heavy 6lick ot wood concealed behind him 
with which, having mot a turnkey, he struck 
him on tho head. The alarm was at onco 
given when tho guards rushed in and ho was 
lodged in a coll. The turnkey was very 
badly injured. 

On the li2nd of October a heavy snowstorm 
fell in Canada. 

Whelau has been visited by Iho Parish 
Priest and Sisters of Charity at Ottawa, and 
bus, it is stated, manifested a etate of mind 
indicating resignation and willingness to 
prepare lo meet his fate.
